Ju s t a t the dinner hou r, when the mon 
were ascending, eight a t a time, oil the 
cage. a terrib le gas explosion occu rred, 
filling ev ery entry 
wit Ii a flame of fir* 
* hi* h shot ou t of the shaft a distance of 
tw o hu ndred and forty feet.

HUNTING FOR SPOORS. 


Ru nning ghosts to earth, tackling 
spirits, seizing 
apparitions by the 
throat, nailing hallu cinations, peering 
into hau nted hou ses and bearding 
spooks in their dens, experimenting 
with thou ght transference and mes­ 
merism, and in general monkey ing 
with all the u nfathomable my steries 
of the hu man sou l, this is the u niqu e 
occu pation of a body of learned men, 
called the American Society for Psy ­ 
chical Research. 
In a back room in a modest looking 
hou se in Boy lston Place, Boston, is 
the headqu arters of the society ’s sec­ 
retary , Richard Hodgson, LL. I). 
I)r. Hodgson isan Englishman, abou t 
thirty -seven y ears old, a gradu ate ot 
Cambridge University , a profou ndly 
learned scholar and a level-headed 
man of mu ch common sense. 
“Ou r society was formed,” he said, 
“for the pu rpose of making an organ­ 
ized and sy stematic attem pt to in­ 
vestigate that dark border of hu man 
Vxperience and to examine critically 
/he phenomena which are not now 
explained by any satisfactory theory . 
Scientific men ot eminence in all cou n­ 
tries admit the possible existence of 
what the u nedu cated call ghosts or 
spirits, and fu rther, that one mind 
may exert u pon another a positive in­ 
flu ence otherwise than throu gh the 
recognized sensory channels. 
“In accordance herewith, the re­ 
search work ot ou r society is divided 
amonu five committes, all of which are 
presided over by men of u nqu estioned 
ability , learning and fairness. Pro­ 
fessor H. P. Bowditcb, of Harvard, is 
chairman 
of 
the 
Committee 
on 
Thou ght Transference; Professor Jo- 
eian Roy ce, of the Committee on Ap­ 
paritions and Hau nted Hou ses; C. ft. 
Cory , a well-known Bostonian, 
of 
the

N. 
Bu llard, of Boston, 
of the Committee on Mediu mistic 
Phenomena, and 
Professor C. S. 
Minst, of Harvard, of the Committee 
on Experimental Psy chology . 
The Society for Psy chical Research 
gu ards its gathered mateiials with 
meat secrecy . 
Its rich fu nd of facts 
is not pu blished u ntil they have been 
passed u pon and thorou gnly examin­ 
ed by the variou s committees; even 
then the names of those who contrib­ 
u te their experiences are in no case 
fu rnished to the pu blic. 
Among the 
following are some of the most aston­ 
ishing facts on record: 
On Janu ary 1, 1886, at 10 A. M., 
Mrs. T 
, a lady living in a western 
town, writes to a member of Congress, 
the hu sband of her dau ghter,in Wash­ 
ington. 
Dr. Hodgson has seen the 
original letter. This letter explains a 
telegram which Mrs. T —— had sent 
only three hou rs before, 
inqu iring 
abou t her dau ghter’s health. 
The 
original of this telegram has also been 
seen by Dr. Hodgson. 
The telegram 
reads: 
To the H o n . 
: 
, H ouse of Reproa >n- 
tiitives, W a shing ton, 
1). C.: I can. 
Will 
come if Nell needs me. 
The signatu re is the mother’s name. 
Mrs. T.’s letter of explanation first 
SAy s tha t she had been tor some day s 
anxiou s abou t her dau ghter Nellie’s 
health, althou gh there had been no 
illness of late. Letters from Washing­ 
ton had been lacking for some day s; 
the last one had reported the dau gh­ 
ter as having ju st retu rned from mak­ 
ing fifteen calls, “ very tired ami near­ 
ly frozen.” 
“ I waked,” said Mrs. T., 
last night between 12 and 1 o’clock, 
deeply impressed with the feeling that 
Nell needed me. 
I wanted to get u p 
and send a telegram. 
If I had con­ 
su lted or followed my own inclina­ 
tions, I wou ld have dressed and gone 
down to the sitting-room.” 
Later, 
however, Mrs. T. went to sleep again, 
bu t in the morning the vivid impres­ 
sion retu rned. At 7 a. m. Mrs. T. 
sent the telegram and wrote appar­ 
ently before she received an answer,for 
in the margin of the letter she added 
the postscript: “ Telagram here;thank 
goodness y ou are well.” The lady in 
Washington whose mother had had 
so vivid an experience had Wen 
seriou sly 
ill 
the 
same 
night, 
althou gh the morning had fou nd tier 
mu ch better. 
Her attack was a very 
su dden one, which she described as 
neu ralgia of the lu ngs, with a hard 
chill, “ it mu st have been,” she say s, 
“abou t the hou r mentioned in my 
mother’s let ter I at last exclaimed, 
‘Oh, don’t I wish ma was here’ 
I 
shall send for her tom orrow if I am 
not better.’ ” 
In the morning came 
the telegram from the West, blit the 
patient was better, and she and her 
hu sband were pu zzled at her mother’s 
u neasiness and replied by telegraph, 
“ We are all well; what is the matter 
with y ou ?” 
SHEFFJ LT ANOTHER’S PAIN. 
An old gentleman living at Albany 
bad been ill for months. 
His married 
dau ghter resided at Worcester. One 
evening last su mmer, she su ddenly 
laid down the book she was rending 
and said to her hu sband: “ I believe 
father is dy ing.” 8he was strangely 
overcome by the impression, as there 
had been nothing whatever in the con­ 
versation or in her own thou ghts to 
lead to the su bject of her father’s 
health. All that evening and the next 
morning the feeling hau nted her, u n­ 
til a despatch came say ing that her 
father had died the evening f>efore. 
A Lowell phy sician was called to 
see a patient abou t 10 o’clock one 
night, 
it was extremely dark, and ir 
alighting from his convey ance he made 
a misstep and sprained his ankle 
severely . His wife, who was at home, 
in bed, asleep, su ddenly awoke with 
the vivid impression that an accident 
had occu rred to her hu sband. 8he 
arose, wakened the servant and com­ 
mu nicated her fears to her. Nothing 
cou ld indu ce her to retu rn to bed. At 
1 o’clock the doctor retu rned, and it 
was fou nd that the moment of his ac­ 
cident and of his wife’s awaking were 
simu ltaneou s. 
He was three ru les 
away from home at the time. 
Here is a narrative, vou ched for by 
the highest au thority , of experiences 
m a hou se some miles from the city of 
Worcester. The man who sends it in 
is a well-known manu factu rer, and 
his word is as good as his bond, 
which wou ld be honored any where for 
$100,000. He writes: 
“ In relating what I saw on Ju ly 
mo*ning in 1888 at my hou se,which 1 
had bu t recently pu rchased, I will first 
describe the room in which I saw it. 
It is a bedroom, with a window at 
either end, a door and a fireplace at 
opposite sides. The room is in the 
u pper story of a two-story hou se,said 
to have been bu ilt before the revolu ­ 
tion. The walls are u nu su ally thick 
and the roof high,pointed and u neven. 
The occu pants at the time I speak of 
were my brother Henry , my self and a 
servant woman. The latter slept in 
a room on the basement story . A 
hallway divided my brother’s room 
from mine. On the* night before the 
morning mentioned I had locked my 
door, and, having u ndressed and pu t 
ou t my light, I fell into a sou nd dream­ 
less sleep. 
I awakened 
abou t 
3 
o’clock in the morning with my face 
to the front window. Owning my 
ey es, 
I 
saw 
right 
before 
me 
the figu re of a woman, stooping down 
and apparently looking at me. 
Her 
bead 
and 
shou lders 
wrapped 
in a common, gray woolen shawl. Her 
arms were folded and wrapped in the 
shawl. I looked at her in my horror 
and dared not cry ou t lest I might 
move the awfu l thing to speech or 
action. 
I lay and looked and felt as 
if I shou ld lose my reason. Behind 
her head I saw the window and the 
growing dawn, the looking glass and 
the toilet table and the fu rnitu re in 
that part of the room. 
“After what may have been only a 
few seconds—of the du ration of this 
vision I can not ju dge—she raised her­ 
self and went backward toward the 
wiadow, stood at the toilet table and 
vanished. I mean she grew by degrees 
transparent, and tha t throu gh the 
shawl and the gray dress she wore I 
saw the white mu slin of the table 
cover again, and at. last saw only 
tih&t in the 
p la ce where she stood. 
jJETor hou rs I lay as I had lam on first 
« wakening, not daring even to tu rn 


my ey es, lest on the other side ot the 
bed I might see her again. 
Now, 
there is one thing of which I cou ld 
take my oath, and that is tha t I did 
not mention this circu mstance either 
to my brother, or to ou r servant, or 
to any one else. 


THE SPOOK SEEN AGAIN. 
“Exactly a fortnight 
afterward, 
when sitting a t breakfast, I noticed 
that my brother seemed ou t of sorts 
and did not eat. On my asking if any ­ 
thing was the matter, he teplied: ‘No, 
bu t I ’ve had a horrible nightmare. 
Indeed,* 
he went 
on, ‘it was 
no 
nightmare. I saw it early this morn­ 
ing, ju st as distinctly as I see y ou .* 
‘What?’ I asked. 
‘A villainou s-look- 
ing hag,’ he answered, ‘with her head 
and arms wrapped in a gray shawl, 
stooping over me and looking like 
this— .’ He got u p folded his arms and 
pu t himself in the postu re I remembered 
so well. 
He then described how the 
figu re moved toward the door and 
disappeared. 
‘Her malevolent face 
and her postu re stru ck terror to my 
sou l,' he said. 
“A y ear later, in the month of Ju ly , 
one evening abou t 7 o’clock, my sec­ 
ond oldest sister and her two little 
children, who were visiting u s, were 
the only folks at home. The eldest 
child, a boy of 5 y ears, wanted adrink 
of water, and on leaving the dining­ 
room to fetch it my sister desired the 
children to remain there till her re­ 
tu rn, she leaving the door open. Com­ 
ing back as qu ickly as possible, she 
met the boy , pale and trembling, on 
his way to her, and asked why he had 
left the room. ‘Oh,’ he said, ‘who is 
tha t woman?’ 
‘Where?’ she asked. 
‘The old woman who went u p stairs,’ 
he answered. She tried to convince 
him that there was no one else in the 
hou se, bu t he was so agitated and so 
eager to prove it that she took his 
trembling hand in hers and brou ght 
him u p-stairs, and went from one 
room to another, he searching behind 
cu rtains and u nder beds, still main­ 
taining that a women did go u p the 
stairs. My sister rightly thou ght that 
the mere fact of a woman » oing u p­ 
stairs in a hou se where she was a 
stranger wou ld not accou nt for the 
child’s terror. 
“A neighbor of ou rs started when 
we first told him what we had seen, 
and asked if we had never heard that 
a woman bad been mu rdered in that 
hou se many y ears previou s to ou r 
pu rchase of it. 
He said it had the 
repu tation of being hau nted. 
This 
was the first intimation we had of the 
fact. Nothing more was heard of the 
ghost ot the mu rdered woman, how­ 
ever, for two y ears. 
“On the night of Ju ly 7,18 8 6, I was 
wakened from a sou nd steep by some­ 
one speaking close to me. 
I tu rned 
rou nd, say ing: ‘Emily , what is it?’ 
thinking that my sister, who slept in 
the room next to mine, bad come in. 
I saw plainly the figu re of a woman 
who deliberately and silently moved 
away toward the dou r, which re­ 
mained shu t, as I had left it. 
“Two day s after this occu rrence I 
was wakened aoou t 0 o’elo k in the 
morning by a presentiment of ap­ 
proaching evil. I opened my ey es and 
distinctly saw the form of a darkly - 
clad, elderly female bending over me 
with folded arms, and glaring at me 
with the most intense malignity . 
I 
tried to scream, 
and stru ggle! t? 
withdraw my self from her, when she 
slowly and silently receded backward 
and seemed to vanish throu gh the 
bedroom door.”—Philadelphia Press. 


A Vast Catastro p h e. 
Chinese newspapers and private let­ 
ters from Pekin bring details of the 
overflow of the Yellow River in Hep- 
tember of last y ear. This event was 
dismissed with the notice of a few 
lines by most American newspapers, 
so little do we know of the real condi­ 
tion of ou r brothers on the other side 
of the globe. 
Yet no castrophe so 
vast lias occu rred in the world du ring 
this centu ry . As it is liable to recu r 
at fu tu re times, a brief description of 
its cau se and effects may be of inter­ 
est : 
The Hoang Ilo or Yellow River, 
drains the great basin of North China, 
as the Mississippi does t he Central 
States of the Cnion. It hears a singu ­ 
lar likeness to ou r own great river in 
several particu lars, chief of which is 
the crookedness of its cou rse, its su d­ 
den hu ge serpentine bends. 
It drains like the Mississippi, bill 
ranges of great fertility , carry ing their 
rich allu vial soil to the delta a t its 
mou th. This rich silt, or mu d, as in 
the case of the Mississippi, chokes u p 
its mou ths, u ntil the river is forced to 
ooze its way throu gh innu merable 
bay ou x to the sea. 
In both livers the spring rains and 
the melting of the snow on the mou n­ 
tains near its sou rce produ ce su dden 
de vast ing floods. The water disre­ 
gards its crooked channel, and ru shes 
staight across plantation,villages and 
cities. 
The Chinese, like the people among 
the Mississippi, have fou nd it neces­ 
sary to bu ild ramparts on either sidt 
ot the mu rderou s river to proteee 
them from its fu ry ; bu t the Chinese 
began this work nearly three thou s­ 
and y ears ago. As the increasing de­ 
posit of silt near its mou th closes 
them, the water is forced back into 
its bed. and rises higher than the su r­ 
rou nding cou ntry each y ear, necessi­ 
tating higher “levees.” 
Ten times since B. C. 1200 the vast 
flood has broken throu gh these bar­ 
riers, and fou nd a new way for itself 
to the sea. In 1852 an ou tbreak oc­ 
cu rred, and the mighty flood went 
hack to the cpannel throu gh which it 
llow'ed when ou r .Saviou r was on the 
earth. 
Each ou tbu rst is necessarily 
accompanied by enormou s loss of life 
and destru ction of property . 
On the 20th of last September a cre­ 
vasse broke the dy ke, and a body of 
water five hu ndred miles long, seventy 
feet deep and a mile wide hu rst u pon 
the plain. This plain—a territory of 
ten thou sand squ are miles, occu pied 
by over three thou sand villages—was 
su bmerged. 
The 
destru ction 
of 
hu man life is estimated at five mil­ 
lions. None of the water has y et 
reached the sea; it forms a vast lake 
of death where last su mmer was a 
fertile, popu lou s plain. 
The Chinese Government has given 
nearly three million dollars, besides 
the annu al revenu e from a great 
province, to rebu ild the dy kes, and a 
popu lation equ al to tha t of ou r Mid­ 
dle States is swarming now like ants 
abou t the banks of the hu ge cu rrent, 
try ing to pu t a cu rb u pon it, knowing 
that it is a cu rb which, at some fu tu re 
time, it will su rely break throu gh 
again. 


W h at Beco m es o f An tlers, 
It has been observed that in a dis­ 
trict where several thou sand deer are 
kept, and where, consequ ently , there 
mu st be hu ndreds of stags who every 
y ear cast of! a cou ple of horns each, 
only now and then is a specimen oi 
these horns met with. The au thor of 
“ Foray s Among Salmon and Deer” 
accou nts for this fact u pon the au ­ 
thority ot one familiar with the habits 
of the animal. 
They either bu ry their horns, or 
destroy them with their teeth. He 
say s that he has himself seen deer at 
the period of spring, when they cast 
their horns, tramping them down in 
the moist soil ot the peat bogs which 
are so nu merou s among the hills. 
Tiiat they were so employ ed he has 
abu ndant proof, for more than once, 
after thu s distu rbing the deer, he has 
gone to the spot and discovered the 
remains of horns half-bu ried and 
broken u p, the fragments having the 
marks of teeth u pon them. 
Thou gh it may be thou ght that the 
horns are of a su bstance too hard for 
this, y et the jaws of tin- deer are so 
very powerfu l. 
Another considera­ 
tion which makes this more probable 
is that scarcely ever are the horns of 
a y ou ng stag discovered, being, ol 
cou rse, from t heir size, more easy of 
destru ction than the antlers of a fu ll- 
grown one. 


FARM AND HOME. 


B rief A g ricu ltu ral Points. 


Good roads are the most obviou s 
marks of advanced civilization, and 
Rre essential to general prosperity . 
The United States, on an average, 
raises more bu shels of corn each y ear 
than there are persons in the world. 
Recently a special egg train of twen­ 
ty -fou r cars passed over the Grand 
Tru na railroad to New York. The 
total nu mber of eggs was over 31,- 
000,000. 
Pinch the tops of y ou r raspberries 
and blackberries early , and serve the 
side shoots the same way early and 
often to make a compact bu sh. If 
y ou wait to head back later the 
strength of the vine, which has been 
thrown into the top, is 
all wasted, 
and y ou have fewer fru it spu rs. 
Senator Palmer has a lake on his 
Michigan farm stocked with carp, and 
wishes he hadn’t. He calls them the 
“hog of the sea,” becau se they wallow 
and bu rrow in the mu d and keep the 
w ater continu ally dirty . He has tri­ 
ed to seine them ou t, bu t he cannot 
do so. 
If y ou r soil be light or sandy , sow 
ry e rather than wheat. Properly pre­ 
pared, ry e straw sells well, and there 
is alway s a demand lor 
the 
grain. 
Grou nd wood ashes, or a mixtu re of 
finely grou nd bone and potash salts 
have, it is ^aid, proved the best ot fer­ 
tilizers for the ry e crop. 
It is better 
to sow seed ry e before the 20th of Oc­ 
tober. 
In looking into the qu alifications of 
an applicant for work On the farm, 
one of the first points for investiga­ 
tion—after his moral character in its 
relation to the children—is, “The Na­ 
tional Stockman” thinks, his exneri- 
ence and tru stworthiness in handling 
the horses.' 
The disease called mange is the re­ 
su lt of filth, and having hogs sleep in 
rotten, dirty straw. 
It is an insect, 
very minu te, which bu rrows u nder the 
skin. To cu re it give the pigs first a 
good washing in warm soapsu ds, u s­ 
ing carbolic ac’tii soap, and selecting a 
warm, dry day . Then grease the skin 
with lard, to which ha> been added a 
little coal oil, and clean ou t the pen j 
and qu arters. 
Mr. \V. I). Hoard, referr ing to the 
“Snide Creamery Bu siness” profita­ 
bly condu cted by persons who go 
arou nd indu cing farmers to su bscribe 
$5,000 to $7,000 for a creamery 
whieh shou ld not cost over $1,500 to 
$2,000,declares that their vi tims are 
among the ill-informed. “ Ignorance 
as to real dairy tru th is cou nted on 
by the sharper as nine-tenths of his 
capital stock in trade.” 
A hu mane correspondent shares the 
comforts of animals well cared for; 
he takes great pleasu re this cold sea­ 
son attending to their wants, while 
the ru de wind ju st the othersideofthe 
window enhances the sense of satis­ 
faction by force of contrast. This is 
an agricu ltu ral compensation not al­ 
way s taken into accou nt, and which 
in many intances perhaps there is not 
capacity to appreciate at it? tru e 
vaiu e. 
J. A. Woodward, of The Farm 
Jou rnal, mentions an instance of su e- I 
cessfu lu se by a friend of potatoes end 
bran for horses, instead of the u su al 
allowance of grain: 
“The ration was 
half a ¡>eck of raw potatoes and two j 
qu arts of bran twice a day , to which > 
was added a small qu antity of clover 
hay . They were as fat and » let k as 
moles. They carried u s five miles in 
litty minu tes throu gh stiff mu ddy 
roads, and w hen we drove u p to the 
station they were as cool as cu cu m­ 
bers.” 
Col. Weld say s. in the 
“Flower 
Rot," that the farmer who does not 
know enou gh not to kill or sell to a 
bu tcher, a calf that will make a 20- 
qu art cow, needs to take lessons of 
somebody in tlie a-b-c of his bu siness. 
Su ch a man has probably several 
cows in his herd, which never give ov­ 
er ten or twelve qu arts ot milk, And, 
very likely , poor at that. 
^Professor J. P. Stelle reminds farm­ 
ers whose lands need fertilizing that 
they waste money by neglect to u tilize 
every bit of refu se likely to have any 
valu e, “mechanical or 
otherwise. 
“ It is wonderfu l what a qu antity of 
manu re may be got together by those 
who keep this fact 
alway s before 
them.” 


C o n tag io u s D iseases. 
Of the many way s in which conta- j 
giou s diseases are commu nicated from 
one horse to another, “The National 
Stockman” mentions the following a« ! 
perhaps most common: 
“Watering frpm the same pu blic 
trou gh along the roadside and feeding i 
from the same boxes and mangers 
a t hotel and livery stables; the hitch- j 
ing-racki in 
villages 
and 
towns | 
throu ghou t the cou ntry are also good j 
places for the interchange, and to j 
these alone can mu ch of the trou b-J 
le be traced. Withou t thinking, horses 
aie allowed to stand with heads to-j 
gether for hou rs at the village store, 
or in the wagon-y ard in large towns, 
and y et some will wonder where their 
horses cau ght the distemper or some 
other disease that may be worse. 
The carefu l horseman keeps watch for 
su ch matters, ana saves himself mu ch 
trou ble and expense, and sometimes 
the lives of valu able horses.”

W h at C an b e Eaten Fro m th e Fin ­ 
g ers. 
Althou gh it is considered vu lgar to 
be seen picking a bone, well-bred peo­ 
ple oft* n take the leg of a little bird 
in the fingers and delicately remove 
the flesh with the teeth. It is not gen­ 
erally done, bu t it can bo done neatly . 
Cheese can be eaten from the fingers, 
and so with all the fru its; a very dry 
little tart or a cake can be eaten with 
the fingers. Asparagu s is also con­ 
vey ed to the mou th with the fingers. 
Many English gentlemen eat lettu ce 
and celery , with salt alone, with the 
fingers. Olives are also eaten in the 
same way . Pastry , hard ice cream, 
jellies, blanc-mange, pu ddings are eat­ 
en with the fork. The dessert-spoon 
is only u sed for soft c u stards and pre­ 
served fru it, or melons, which are too 
soft for the fork. 
When strawberries 
are served with the stein on they 
shou ld be eaten with the fingers; when 
served hu lled and 
creamed 
they 
shomd, of cou rse, be eaten with a 
spoon. 


Fo r an In v a lid ’s H ead Rest. 
The small, soft, eider-stu ffed cu sh­ 
ions, in melon form, either in sections 
of two-colored plu shes,brioche fashion, 
or in soft Indian silk, are most ac­ 
ceptable.

The cu shion is of one color,the corner 
lining of another, and the simu lated 
inner cover ot a third. Old cold.crim- 
eon, and deep peacock, or brown,pink 
and gray are good harmonizing colors. 
Plu sh u su ally forms the chief mate­ 
rial, with satin for the linings, bu t 
sateen or soft Rongee silk is also u sed.

Very 
pretty cu shions of brocade or plu sh, 
and also the dantiest of tea cosies,are 
decorated with a length of contrasting 
Rongee silk cu t to look like a hltle 
cu rtain, and drawn across one side 
with a silken cord, with pompon?.

A Sew Fuel. 
The New York Graphic says that 
the public may be interested to know 
that there is a good prospect for a 
new fuel being placed upon the mar­ 
ket before long. It is made from 
peat, but is unlike any peat fuel ever 
known before. In effect, by a process 
of manufacture, it is made to resemble 
bituminous coal, being equal in density 
to the same and far superior in hard­ 
ness. It is made in short cylindrical 
pieces, weighing a few onnces each, 
and is cleanly to handle.

make a smokeless and cinderless fire, 
and will therefore be just the thing 
for locomotive use. It it said to have 
a caloric equivalent of 68 per cent, of 
bituminous coal, and is free from 
sulphnr and the other imparities to 
which the latter is liable.

A Good Idea, 
The union labor party of Cleveland, 
Ohio, are advocating tin* election of a 
ticket that favors retrenchment ‘ in 
city affairs,,and two of the planks in 
the platform read as follows: 
2 The1 operation of all municipal 
franchises, such as gas works, street 
cars, 
water works,' telephone and 
electric light lines by the muuieipal 
government so that the profits ac- 
curiug therefrom diall pass into the 
jublic treasury instead of into the 
lands of private monopolies. 
3 No further issuance of municipal 
bonds for the purfiose of municipal 
improvements except as needed for 
the acquisition of the plants of the 
corporations operating our municipal 
franchises. 
Just now it is an open question as 
to whether it would not have been 
better for our city to have operated 
some of her valuable franchises rather 
than to have given them all to private 
parties. 


Impure Food, 
Exceeding caution should lx* exer­ 
cised in the purchase of a new article 
of food. 
Many recent cases of serious 
illness have been reported from the 
use of the new patent foods for in­ 
fants, from untested baking powders, 
and cheap favoring extracts. 
The 
desire for rapid wealth induces un­ 
scrupulous 
manufacturers to place 
anything before the public that will 
sell at a large profit, without regard 
to its usefulness 01* healthfulness. At 
present there is a great raid upon the 
baking powder m a r k e t , and so many 
impure and adulterated articles of this 
kind have been found peddled about 
the country that the authorities in 
several of the States have taken the 
necessary action to expose them- The 
report of the Olio btaU- Food Com­ 
mission has shown that a large num­ 
ber of the brands sold here are made 
from alum, phosphates, or a cheap 
and adulterated cream of tartar. The 
danger to tin* public is made still 
greater by the unblushing effrontery 
with which the proprietors of the-'* 
impure powders advertise them as 
perfect, claiming for them all kinds 
o,f false and impossible endorsements. 
The official report of th“ Ohio State 
Food Commission gives the names of 
these imjiure jajwders, and tin* amount 
of impurity and inert matter hi each 
as follows:

Im p ure Food, 
Exceeding caution should be exer­ 
cised iii the purchase of a new article 
of food. 
Many recent cu-ies of serious 
illness have been reported from the 
use of the new patent foods for in­ 
fants, from untested baking powders, 
and cheap favoring extracts. 
The 
desire for rapid wealth induces un­ 
scrupulous 
manufacturers to place 
anything before the public that will 
sell at a large prolit. without regard 
to its usefulness or healthfulness. 
At 
present there is a great raid upon the 
baking powder market, and so many 
impure am I adulterated articles of this 
kind have been found peddled about 
the country that the authorities in 
several of the States have taken the 
necessary action to expose them. The 
report cf the Ohio .State Food Com­ 
mission has shown that a large num­ 
ber of the brands sold here are made 
from alum, phosphates, or a cheap 
and adulterated cream of tartar. The 
danger to tie* public Is made still 
greater by the unblushing effrontery 
with which the proprietors of these 
impure powders advertise them as 
perfect, claiming for them {JI kinds 
o.f false and impossible endorsements. 
The official rejiort of the Ohio State 
Food Commission gives the names of 
these impure j*jwderrt, and the amount 
of impurity and inert matter hi each 
as follows:

W a s h in g to n N ew s Ite m s . 
Gen. Black, commissioner of pensions, 
estim ates th a t it will take batween S200,- 
000,000 and $300,000,000 to pay 
all 
claims for arrears of pensions should the 
lim itation clause be repealed. 
Counsel Tweed, of the Central Pacific 
railroad, made an argum ent before the 
House committee on Pacific railroads in 
favor of the pending bill to extend the 
time given the company within which to 
pay its indebtedness to 
the government. 
About GO clerks in the various divisions 
of the New York custom house were dis­ 
charged by Secretary F a in hild. 
A cut of 
15 per cent w is made in the salaries of the 
clerks in the appraiser's office. 
This ac ­ 
tion is taken to bring the expenses of the 
custom house within the app ropriation. 
The Semite passed the bill to amend the 
Yellowstone P ark act. It changes 
the 
boundaries of the park so as to exclude a 
narrow strip which lay outside the bound­ 
aries of Wyoming, aud adds 2,u00 square 
miles to the eastern boundary of the park. 
The bill makes im o o rta n t change* in the 
government of the park, and authorizes 
the appointm ent of a local m agistrate to 
try all cases of an inferior nature within 
its limits. 
Congressmen Nelson presented a petition

m aintenance of indus­ 
trial and district schools, 
$10,000; for 
employment of necessary carpenters,farm ­ 
ers, blacksmiths, and other artisans, and 
physicians, $7,500; for the survey of the 
boundaries of the diminished reservation, 
$3,500.

M. Involski has presented to the Pope 
an autograph letter from the Czar, in 
which the la tte r expresses a desire for re­ 
ligious peace in Poland, and the resto ra­ 
tion of norm al relations with the Vatican.

flooded. Twenty-nine lives have been lost. 
Gloucester, Massachusetts, is in distress 
over the disasters by sea.

The Norwegian bark Emigrant, and 
the American barks Vesuvius, of Rich­ 
mond, Me., and the Mabel Stoddard, all 
from T rapan with sa lt for th a t port.

The Maliel Stoddard had a crew 
of 12 men. 
It is believed th a t they were 
caught, a t the time of the great gale and 
lost through carrying sail to o long. Forty- 
five lives are given up as lost.

She 
is an authoress of considerable note, hav­ 
ing written several Dovels, and is also an 
editor of a children's magazine. 
Near her s a t Madame Groth, the wife of 
a Norwoigan professor of philosophy, who 
has come to this country to study Ameri­ 
can institutions. 
With her black hair, 
dark brilliant eyes, tall and straight as an 
arrow, and of commanding beauty, she 
looks like a Norse goddess. She wore 
a black silk dress, with yelleow satin 
waist. 
She 
represents the 
Norwegian 
W omen’s Suffrage society. 
In the audi­ 
ence s a t one of the m ost interesting of the 
visiting delegates, the dark-featured and 
unassuming P undita Ramhai, a high caste 
Hindoo woman. 
Her father was an edu­ 
cated Hindoo, one of the few who looked 
upon his wife as an equal, Hho is a convert 
to Christianity.

Miss 
Anthony pays the hotel expenses of all 
delegates and speakers to the council, and 
also the traveling expenses o! the foreign 
delegates. 
The receipts from season and 
oth er tickets have been very great, and it 
is lieiieved th a t Miss Anthony will be reim­ 
bursed.

am ounts are $3,000 within the ap p ro p ri­ 
ation.

Axel Soderberg, a well known farmer of 
McCook county, and brother of C. A. So- 
derberg, secretary of the farmer s alliance 
of the territory of Ih.kota, became derang­ 
ed.

R ailro ad Riot at C h icag o . 
The first encounter bet ween the sym ­ 
pathizers of tho striking switchmen and 
the inen who have replaced them took 
place a t Chicago when a “ Q ’ engine and 
its crew 
attem pted to 
transfer 
some 
freight cars to the Northwestern track-i. A 
crowd 
of 
switchmen of other roads 
were a b o u t the place and 
began 
to 
jeer a t the 
new 
men 
on 
tho 
'*Q” 
engine. 
When the train reached Kinzie 
rtreet and Western avenue it ran off a 
switch th a t had been turned, and a num ­ 
ber of cars were ditched. 
The mob then 
set upon the crew of the engine and train, 
and the 
fireman and engineer took to 
their heels, getting numerous cuffs as they 
escaped. 
The new switchmen 
followed 
suit and 
were 
pursued 
and 
rough­ 
ly used by the crowd, which was made 
up 
of 
the 
toughest 
kind 
of 
citi­ 
zens. 
The Dinkerton men, 
of 
whom 
there were six or eight on the train, a t ­ 
tempted to protect the trainmen, but the 
mob set upon them with savage glee and 
disarmed them in a twinkling. 
They were 
powerless, aud after making a few efforts 
to defend themselves took to flight to es 
cape the drubbing they were receiving a t 
the hands of the furious mob. 
Several of 
the Dinkerton men were hurt, one of them 
seriously. 
One 
switchman 
was 
a r ­ 
rested. 
and when bail was refused, 
his 
comrades on the St. Paul road to the num ­ 
ber of 227 quit work. 
A meeting of five 
hundred engineers, firemen and switchmen 
was held. 
Representattves from all the 
roads were present, and it w as resolved t!;«»t 
a general boycott be declared agair st tfie 
Burlington freight on all roads 
The sen­ 
tim ent was expressed th a t the Burlington 
road had gone too far.

ment of justice, ami m any metnliers of the 
bar of the supreme court entered unan­ 
nounced, and were escorted to seats upon 
the floor.

ed the executive gallery of the house, both 
ladies being dressed in black.

Aid to E x-S o ld iers. 
In his report from the committee on mil - 
itary affairs, presented in the house recom ­ 
mending tho passage of tiie bill to grant 
aid to sta te soldiers. Senator 
Mander- 
son gives some unpleasant statistics on 
the number of soldiers in charitable insti­ 
tutions. 
The bill, as originally introduced, 
provided th a t $100 |>er annum be paid 
the states Tor each sol lier, 
sailor or 
his 
widow 
or 
orphan 
children 
who 
were inm ates 
of 
any 
sta te 
soldiers' 
home. 
As reported, the provision in re­ 
lation to widows or orphans of soldiers is 
stricken out. 
It is evident, however, from 
the report t h a t m any members of the com­ 
mittee favor the bill in its original form, 
and t h a t prudence alone dictated 
the 
change made. 
F or this reason, also, the 
com m ittee determined the am ount to bo 
paid 
each year to each inm ate $100. 
A sta tem en t accompanying the 
report 
places the num ber of veterans in or 
dependent upon charitable institutions for 
theii support a t 13.801 (exclusive of Mas­ 
sachusetts). Of this nuiul»er 17 sre ir Da­ 
kota, 994 in Illinois. 324 in Indiana. 318 
in Iowa, 75 in Kansas. 469 in Michigan, 
92 in Minnesota and 170 in Wisconsin. 
"The capacity of the branch national sol­ 
diers’ hom e,"the report says, "is already 
reached, and thecapacity of these branches 
should not be further increased. To estab­ 
lish a sufficient number of branch homes 
to accom odate those entitled to and now 
awaiting admission to the national home 
and in the poorhouses of the state, would 
n ot be a measure of economy, and w ould 
cost more than the plan proposed. 
Largo 
sums of money have been expended by the 
states for the maintenance ol thier disabled 
or in iiguent soldiers and their widows or 
orphans- 
M assachusetts has 
expended 
$18,0Q( ,000 for this purpose and Wiscon’ 
sin upw ards of $11,000,000.” 


Big, Bad In d ia n s . 
Reports have reached 
the officials of 
Sonora. Mex., th a t the Serls Indians, who 
inhabit the Tibwren islands iu the Gulf of 
California, 
have 
recently 
crossed 
the 
strait^ to the main land in Senora. 
They 
are raiding ranches and com m itting other 
depredations, striking terror to the peace­ 
able Mexican settlers. 
While the country 
thereabouts is sparsely settled there are a 
sufficient num ber 
of ranches in 
th a t 
section to afford them a b u n d a n t op por­ 
tunities for indulging in the destruction of 
life 
and 
property. 
The 
Serls 
number 
ab o u t three hundred, and are one of the 
tallest races on t he continent, nearly all 
measuring six feet four inches. It is claim­ 
ed by some th a t they are cannibals. They 
are the only Indians in N orth Ainerioa 
using poisoned arrows, and they prefer 
raw-, decomposed m eat to m eat th a t has 
ueen cooked, and, in fact, live entirely 
upon 
raw 
food. 
In 
stature, 
looks, 
language and manners, 
they 
are 
dif­ 
ferent from any of the Indians in America. 
A few years ago a Turk visited their island, 
and he claimed they spoke his tongue. 
In 
appearance they resemble the Malayans. 
They have never before been known to 
leave the island upon depredating excur­ 
sions, and the present raid is a complete 
su rp rise.rT h ey have often been known to 
cross ove in Honora in trading expedi­ 
tions. b ut they came in small parties and 
manifested nodesire to com m it depreda­ 
tions.

On© of tho M o st T e rrib le M in e Ac­ 
c i d e n t s Ever R e c o r d e d H ap p en s 
at R ice H ill, M o. 
The m ost horrible mine disaster th a t 
has ever occurred in the West happened 
a t Rich llill, Missouri, in Keith A Perry’s No. 
6 mine, and, as a result, a large num ber of 
men were entombed arul thousand* of dol­ 
lars’ worth of property destroyed. 
It is 
reported t h a t forty lives have been lost. 
J u s t a t the dinner hour, when the men 
were ascending, eight a t a time, on the 
cngo, a terrible gas explosion occurred, 
filling every entry 
with a flame of fire 
which sh ot o ut of the shaft a distance ot 
tw o hundred arul forty leet. 
It cannot be 
ascertained iust how many men are yet In 
the mine. 
The superintendent made the 
following statem ent: 
I went o ut as soon 
as possible, and found the south cage on 
which the men always ascend, stuck in the 
shaft 
a b o u t 
half 
way 
to 
the 
bottom , 
with 
eight 
men 
on 
it. 
I 
went down on a tu b lowered with 
ropes 
and found them all badly burned and in a 
frenzy--in fact they were crazy, 
some 
shouting and other singing. 1 found it im­ 
possible to have this cage hoisted, as the 
tint tiers were all blown ou t of position. 
We finally managed to be hoisted 
by 
means of ropes and pullies, in a fainting 
condition, 
and 
it 
was 
then 
ascer­ 
tained th a t the north cage 
could 
l»e 
w irked by clearing some timbers which 
had 
been 
driven through 
from 
the 
south 
shaft. 
This 
was 
done 
by 
sawing them sh ort off. 
I then called for 
volunteers to go down with me to see if 
any of the poor fellows a t the b o tto m 
could be got out. 
Robert Brick, George 
Henry, Charles Smallwood and M at Dule- 
hand responded. 
When we reached tho 
b o tto m I looked through into the entry 
aud saw a light, and I usked who was 
there and a voice responded “G ray,” and 
I told him to put o ut his light. 
I then 
asked 
him 
to 
crawl 
to 
ine, 
but 
he whs so 
exhausted 
th a t 
he could 
not do so, and 
I 
reached 
through 
the small aperture and dragged him on to 
the cage. 
J u s t as this was done a wind 
rushed with the velocity of a cyclone up 
th een try .p u ttin g o u t all our lights but one. 
This was followed by two loud reports 
and a seething flame of fire, which came 
with a deafening roar, completely envelop­ 
ing in for a length of time which seemed 
like an age, and sho t ou t of the m outh of 
the shaft 
210 feet above our heads, 
and 
we 
were 
all 
horribly 
burned, 
and thought our time had come, and the 
flames receded as suddenly a* they had 
coine.&mi we had to abandon the a tte m p t 
to save the other*. 1 yelled to the men on 
the top to hoist away, but it was some 
time before they got the signal o r under­ 
stood my meaning. 
The mom ents thus 
spent were a living death. 
I thought they 
could n o t hear me, and concluded we 
would 
have to crawl through into the 
south shaft and 
undertake to 
climb 
o u t 
th a t 
way. 
I 
was 
just 
in 
the 
act 
of 
doing 
so, 
when 
I 
felt the cage; move, and we ascended ab o u t 
th irty feet, when the cage began descend­ 
ing. 
1 thought the machinery broken, and 
th a t we were falling to an awful and cer­ 
tain death. 
The wail th a t went up from 
those men was heartrending and 1 shall 
never lorget it. AH a t once, however, the 
cage cume to a sudden stop and again la*- 
gan responding to the pressure of r«>p©<* 
and pulleys, and we were soon a t the top. 
It in probable th a t all who were in the 
mine at the time of the first explosion were 
lost. The bravery of Hunt. 8 ween y »i most 
cost him his life. A bout eighty five miners 
wore employed in the mine, and the p ro ba­ 
bilities are th a t half of them were out. 
They are mostly negroes, who came from 
Springfield, ill. when the mine was opened 
less th an a year ago.

to have aroused Mr. Gould’s anger and the 
letter which he gave ou t is full of person-- 
alitles. 
He begins his letter by reiterating 
bis former statem ent in relation to the 
animus of Mr. Bennett and then descends to 
personalities. He calls Mr. Bennett a liber­ 
tine and says his private life lias l>eeu but 
a succession of debauches and scandals. 
Mr. Gould asserts t h a t no t a gentleman in 
New York would allow Mr. 
Bennett to 
cross the threshold of bis home. 
“ Your very touch in the social circle is 
contam inating,” says Mr. Gould. 
"A few 
instance* such as decency permits to put 
in print will suffice to illustrate and con­ 
firm what I have to say on this head.”

The French chamber of deputies, by a 
vote of 268 to 237, despite the opposition 
r»f the government, voted for urgency for the 
Extrem e Left bill providing forth* revision 
of the constitution.

Dur­ 
ing the deputy's absence a p a rty ot citizens, 
numbering fifty or sixty, overpowered the 
guard, took the prisoners to tne east ride 
of the river, and, it is supposed, "m ade 
good Indian* of them. Ths crime charge*] 
against them was murder. 
It is alleged 
th a t these Indians assisted a third Koo­ 
tenai in killing three prospector* on Wolf 
( reek last June. Two of thvse men were 
well along in years, and the third was a 
young man 
Aft<r 
shooting 
them, it 
i* claimed they were beaten over the head 
with six-shooters until life was extinct, 
and their bodies were then burned.

confessed complicity in the fearful crime 
and made an open boa*t of their prowess. 
The booty received was $6 in money, a

A few days before he left for the 
bride’s home he had a m ilitary barber cut 
his hair and wash out the red pain t ori the 
scalp. 
It seems th a t Belle became infatu­ 
ated with Chaska while teaching a t F o rt 
Bennett. She m ade him presents, and he 
now wears a m am m oth gold ring, engraved 
‘C o ra to C haska.” Other little messages 
of love passed, betwven them, and a lady 
friend of Miss Fellows says she has ad ­ 
mired ( haska for a year.

originally provided iu the bill. 
Friends of 
the bill claim th a t this plan will insure the 
six Louisiana votes for the bill. 
Some 
statesm en are n ot certain th a t this will 
lie the result. 
All deny th a t a bargain ha* 
I>een made. 
The worsted men complained 
th a t it would 
I k * to their disadvantage if 
they are to be required to wait until the 
wool schedule shall go into effect before 
they can securo relief from the present dis­ 
crim ination. 
The comm ittee accordingly inserted a 
provision th a t the clause relative to dis­ 
crim ination between wool and worsted 
should go into effect upon the passage of 
the bill.

lington cars. The men are incensed over the 
action of the company in employing new en­ 
gineers aud firemen, and conductors who 
have acted as engineers to take

first strike aH a trivial affair, and ex­ 
pected th a t the com pany would gracefully 
concede and make a binding promise not 
to receive "Q” cars.

orders. 
If road engineers are put into tho 
yards to switching, or new men hired iu 
their places, then the switchmen will refuse 
to switch with the incompetent men. 
A 
man will l>e considered incompetent who 
tiikcs another w orkm ans 
place. 
The 
managers of tiie lines have not as yet made 
known what they will do, but it is pre­ 
sumed th a t they 
will a ttem p t to handle 
the freight. J u s t what position the road 
engineers will take is not known. 
If the 
switch engineers strike it will paralyze all 
freight business on the lines leading out of 
the city and will cause the suspension rtf 
work in all the large manufactories, mills 
and 
packing houses in the city. 
This 
movement involves ab o u t fifty engineers, 
fifty firemen and 150 switchmen. 
Representatives 
of ail the lodge# of 
Brotherhood Locomotive engineers, P itts ­ 
burg division, conclusively stated th a t no 
strike on the Pittsburg 
F o rt Wayne 
would occur. 
It was agreed to support 
the Chicago, Burlington <fc Quincy strikers 
through tliick and thin. An official stated 
th a t there will soon be a general stoppage 
on Western lines, th a t no lh e stock or 
other freight from w« st of Chicago can be 
forwarded east. 
It wiil all be stopped at 
Chi< ago. 
At a meeting a t Chicago between tiie 
Michigan Central men and Supt. Brown, 
the men were told th a t they must handle 
the Burlington trains sent into tiie yards. 
The men demurred and were told th a t they 
m ust make up their minds to do so. They 
went to their engines, and work was re­ 
sumed, b ut the "Q ’ freight was no t touch­ 
ed. 
The sentiment of the men w as they 
would

freight. 
An atte m p t was made to get a 
train of twenty freight cars from the "Q ’ 
road to the Chicago <k Alton. As the train 
passed the viaduct a t Sixteenth street 
the engineers of the other roads refused 
to aliow the train to go by. They stopped 
its progress by crossing and recrossing the 
tracks which intersect the road a t this 
point. 
These tactics were kept up for two 
hours, and the "Q” train wa* finally ta k ­ 
en back to the Western avenue yards. 
After this an Illinois Central train was 
brought to Sixteenth street, drawn by a 
“Q” engine- 
When the viaduct was reach- 
ed stones were hurled a t the locomotive. 
The assault was answered by a shot from 
the rnan standing in the cab. The assault­ 
ing parties withdrew and the train pro­ 
ceeded on its way. 
Tiie Rock Island m an­ 
agers declined once more to risk a tie-up of 
their road by attempeing to receive freight 
from their competitors, the Burlington. The 
Rock Island refused to take any cars 
from the Burlington. 
An Eastern 
railroad man claims to 
know th a t the Burlington has just pur- 
chased in the East and sent to Chicago 
1,000 Winchester rifles, 1.000,000 rounds 
of amm unition and 2.000 pistols. This 
gentleman says th a t the company is deter­ 
mined to protect it* property if the munic­ 
ipal and local authorities in Illinois shall 
be unable to do so. 
The Chicago, Milwaukee A St. I’aul m an­ 
agement have taken time by the forelock. 
General Manager Miller issued an order to 
the heads of all departm ents in the gener 
at offices of the company a t Milwaukee, 
and of the shops of the yards along the 
entire system, instructing them a t once to 
reduce the expense of their respective de­ 
partm ents 33 1-3 per cent. 
This meant, 
of course, th a t one-third of the employes 
were to be susfjended, although some de­ 
partm ent officials proposed cutting the 
salaries of their men one-third. 
The rea­ 
son for the order as stated by Mr. Miller 
is simply th a t the company has not work 
enough for the men. 
"The 
order.” said Mr. Miller, "will re­ 
lease about 5,000 men; probably 800 of 
them in Milwaukee. 
W h a t’s the use, 
he 
continued, “keeping men in our shops and 
yards drawing salaries and doing nothing. 
As soon as business picks up and the men 
are needed, they will be given work again. 
There’s no strike here, but there s not 
enough doing to keep two-thirds of the em­ 
ployes busy.” 
Referring to the general features of the 
engineers’ strike Mr. Miller said: 
I d o n ’t see how this trouble can fail to 
spread to every road in the country. 
I 
d o n ’t think the Burlington A Quincy peo­ 
ple can be blamed for demanding th at the 
other roads accept their transfer business. 
They have simply done what any of the 
others would do in like circumstances.

AN A W FU L C A L A M IT Y . 


One of the M ost Terrible M ine Ac­ 
cidents Ever Recorded H appens 
at Rice Hill, Mo. 
The m ost horrible mine disaster th at 
has ever occurred in the W est happened 
at Rich Hill, Missouri, in Keith A Pet ry’s No. 
0 mine, and, as a result, a large number of 
men were entom bed and thousands of dol­ 
lars’ worth of property destroyed. 
It is 
reported th a t forty lives have been lost. 
Ju st at the dinner hour, when the men 
were ascending, eight a t a time, on the 
cage, a terrible gas explosion occurred, 
filling every entry 
with a flame of fire 
whii Ii sh ot ou t of the shaft a distan ce of 
tw o hundred and forty leet. 
It cannot be 
ascertained just how many men are yet in 
the mine. 
The superintendent m ade the 
following statem ent; 
I went ou t as soon 
as possible, and found the sou th cage on 
which the men alw ays ascend, stuck in the 
shaft 
ab ou t 
half 
way 
to 
the 
bottom , 
with 
eight 
men 
on 
it. 
I 
went down on a tub lowered with 
ropes 
and found them all badly burned and in a 
frenzy--in fact they were 
crazy, 
som e 
shouting and other singing. I found it im ­ 
possible to have this cage hoisted, as the 
tim tiers sere all blown out of position . 
We finally managed to be hoisted 
by 
means of ropes and ptillics, in a fainting 
condition, 
and 
it 
was 
then 
ascer­ 
tained th a t the north cage 
could

w irked by clearing som e 
tim bers which 
had

from 
the 
south 
shaft. 
This 
was

by I 
sawing them short off. 
I then called for

When we reached the 
b ottom I looked through into the entry 
and saw a light, and I usked who was 
there and a voice responded “G ray,”

flames receded as suddenly as they had 
com e,and we had to abandon the attem p t 
to save the others.

The m om ents thus 
silent wore a living death. 
I thought they

All a t once, however, the 
cage cam e to a sudden sto p and again be 
gan responding to the pressure of ropes 
and pulleys, and we were soon a t the top. 
It is probable th a t all who were in the 
mine at the tim e of the first explosion were 
lost. The bravery of Supt. Sweeny alm ost 
cost him his life. A bout eighty-five miner* 
were em ployed in the mine. and the proba­ 
bilities are th at half of them were out-

Many of the 
men regarded the 
first strike as a trivial affair, 
and ex­ 
pected tbsvt the com pany would gracefully 
concede and make a binding promise not 
to receive “Q” cars. 
In steo l the com- 
jiany accepted the situ ation and come 
menced tilling the places of the strikers at 
once. 
This is the cause of a strike th at 
promise# to be a long and desperate one 
The situation looks serious a t Chicago. 
A meeting of em ployes of the Belt Line was 
held, at which the whole subject was ear­ 
nestly debated. 
It was currently reported 
th a t the Belt 
men decided 
to 
stand 
by their guns and see whether the com ­ 
pany would discharge them en masse. 
The F ort W ayne men are fully deter­ 
mined not to handle any

Thespian laid out by tile meeting is for the 
engineers to refuse to handle Burlington 
freight and yet to stay with the com pany

are discharged for disobeying 
ord< rs. 
If road engineers are put into tho 
yards to switching, or new men hired in 
their places, then the switchmen will refuse 
to switch with the incom petent men.

man will lie considered incoinjietent who

place. 
The 
manager* of the lines have n ot a# yet made 
known what they will do, but it is pre- 
su mod th a t they 
will attem p t to handle 
the freight. 
J u st what position the road 
engineers will take is not known. 
If the 
switch engineers strike it will paralyze all 
freight business on the lines leading out of 
the city and will cause the suspension of 
work in all the large m anufactories, mills 
and 
packing houses in the city. 
This 
movement involve* abou t fifty engineers, 
fifty firemen and 150 switchm en. 
Representatives 
of ail 
the lodges of 
Brotherhood L ocom otive engineers, P itts­ 
burg division, conclusively stated th at no 
strike on the Pittsburg Sc Fort W ayne 
would occur. 
It wa# agreed to support 
the Chicago, Burlington Sc Quincy striker# 
through thick and thin. An official stated 
that there will soon tie a general stoppage 
on Western lines, th at no live stock or 
other freight from west of Chicago can be 
forwarded east.

At a meeting a t Chicago between the 
Michigan Central men and Supt.

ager# declined once more to risk a tie-up of 
their road by attem peing to receive freight 
from their com petitor*, the Burlington. The 
Rock Island refused to

from the Burlington. 
An Eastern 
railroad man claim s to 
know th at the Burlington has just pur­ 
chased in the East and sent to Chicago 
1,000 W inchester rifle#, 1,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 rounds 
of am m unition and 2 .000 pistols. 
7’his 
gentleman say* th at the com pany is deter­ 
mined to protect its property if the ruunic- j 
ipal and local authorities in Illinois shall 
be unable to do so. 
The Chicago, M ilwaukee Sc St. Paul m an­ 
agem ent have taken tim e by the forelock. 
General Manager Miller issued an order to 
the heads of all departm ents in the gener 
a! office# of the com pany at Milwaukee, 
and of the shops of the yards along the 
entire system , instructing them at once to 
reduce the expense of their respective de­ 
partm ents 33 1-3 per cent. 
Phi# meant, 
of course, th a t oae-third of the em ployes 
were to be suspended, although som e de­ 
partm ent official# 
proposed cutting the 
salaries of their men one-third. 
The rea­ 
son for the order as stated by Mr. .'filler 
is sim ply th at the com pany ha# not work 
enough for the men. 
“The 
order,” said Mr. Miller, “will re­ 
lease about 5,000 men; probably HOO of 
them in Milwaukee. 
W hat’# the use, 
he 
continued, “keeping men in our shop# and 
yards drawing salaries and doing nothing. 
As soon a# business picks up and the men 
are needed, they will be given work again. 
There # no 
strike here, but there s not 
enough doing to keep tw o-thirds of the em­ 
ploye# busy.” 
Referring to the genera! features of the 
engineers’ strike Mr. Miller said: 
I don t #ee how this trouble can fail to 
spread to every road in the country.

Kunning ghosts to earth, tackling 
spirits, seizing 
a p p arition s by the 
th ro a t, nailing hallucinations, peering 
into h au n ted houses 
an d bearding 
spooks in their dens, experimenting 
with th ou ght transference an d mes­ 
merism, an d in general monkeying 
with all the unfathom able mysteries 
of the hum an soul, this is the unique 
occupation of a body of learned men, 
called the American Society for P sy ­ 
chical Research. 
In a back room in a m odest looking 
house in B oylston Place, Boston, is 
the h ead qu arters of the society’s sec­ 
retary, Richard Hodgson, L L. D. 
I)r. Hodgson isan Englishman, a b o u t 
thirty-seven years old, a grad uate ot 
Cambridge University, a profoundly 
learned scholar and a level-headed 
man of much com m on sense. 
“Our society was formed,” he said, 
“ for the purpose of making an organ­ 
ized and system atic a tte m p t to in­ 
vestigate th a t d ark border of hum an 
experience and to examine critically 
/h e phenom ena which are n o t now 
explained by any satisfactory theory. 
Scientific men ol eminence in all coun­ 
tries adm it the possible existence of 
w hat the uneducated call irhosts or 
spirits, and further, th a t one mind 
may exert upon an other a positive in­ 
fluence otherwise th a n through the 
recognized sensory channels. 
“ In accordance herewith, the re­ 
search work ol our society is divided 
among five com m ittes, all of which are 
presided over by men of unquestioned 
ability, learning and fairness. 
P ro ­ 
fessor H. P. Bowditch, of H arvard, is 
chairm an 
of 
the 
Committee 
on 
Thought Transference; Professor Jo- 
eiau Royce, of the Committee on Ap­ 
paritions and H aunted Houses; C. B. 
Cory, a 
well-known 
Bostonian, 
of 
the 
Committee 
on 
H ypnotism ; 
Dr. 
W. 
N. 
Bullard, 
of 
Boston, 
of the Committee on Mediumistic 
Phenom ena, and 
Professor C. S. 
Minst, of H arv ard, of the Committee 
on Experim ental Psychology. 
The Society for Psychical Research 
guards its gathered m ateiials with 
great secrecy. 
Its rich fund of facts 
is not published until they have been 
passed upon and thorougnly exam in­ 
ed by the various committees; even 
then the names of those who contrib­ 
ute their experiences are in no case 
furnished to the public.

the last one had reported the daugh­ 
ter as having just returned from m ak ­ 
ing fifteen calls, “ very tired and near­ 
ly frozen.” 
“ I waked,” said Mrs. T., 
last night between 12 and 1 o ’clock, 
deeply impressed with the feeling th a t 
Nell needed me. 
I wanted to get up 
and send a telegram. 
If I had con­ 
sulted or followed my own inclina­ 
tions, I would have dressed and gone 
down to the sitting-room.” 
Later, 
however, Mrs. T. went to sleep again, 
but in the morning the vivid im pres­ 
sion returned. 
At 7 a. ni. Mrs. T. 
sent the telegram and wrote a p p a r­ 
ently before she received an answer,for 
in the margin of the letter she added 
the postscript: “ Telegram here; th an k 
goodness you are well.”

an experience had 
been 
seriously 
ill 
the 
sam e 
night, 
although the morning had found her 
much better. 
Her a tta c k was a very 
sudden one, which she described as 
neuralgia of the lungs, with a hard 
chill. 
“ It m ust have been,” she says, 
“ a b o u t the hour mentioned in my 
m o th er’s letter 1 a t last exclaimed, 
‘Oh, d o n ’t I wish m a was here! 
1 
shall send for her to-m orrow if I am 
n o t better.’ ” 
In the morning came 
the telegram from the West, but the 
p atient was better, and she and her 
husband were puzzled a t her m other’s 
uneasiness and replied by telegraph, 
“ We are all well; w hat is the m atter 
with you?” 
SHK FELT ANOTHER’S PAIN. 
Aii old gentleman living a t Albany 
had been ill for m onths. 
His m arried 
daughter resided a t Worcester. 
One 
evening last summer, she suddenly 
laid down the book she was reading 
and said to her husband: 
“ I believe 
father is dying.” 
She was strangely 
overcome by the impression, as there 
had been nothing whatever in the con- 
versat ion or in her own thoughts to 
lead to the subject of her father’s 
health. All th at evening and the next 
morning the feeling haunted her, un­ 
til a despatch came saying th a t her 
father had died the evening before. 
A Lowell physician was called to 
see a p atient a b o u t 10 o’clock one 
night. 
It was extremely d ark , and D 
alighting from his conveyance he made 
a misstep and sprained his 
ankle 
severely. 
His wife, who was a t home, 
in bed, asleep, suddenly awoke with 
th e vivid impression th a t an accident 
had occurred to her husband. 
She 
arose, wakened the servant and com ­ 
m unicated her fears to her. 
Nothing 
could induce her to return to bed. At 
1 o ’clock the doctor returned, and it 
was found th a t the m om ent of his ac ­ 
cident and of his wife’s awaking were 
sim ultaneous. 
He was three miles 
aw ay from home a t the time. 
Here is a narrative, vouched for by 
the highest auth o rity , of experiences 
in a house some miles from the city of 
Worcester. 
The m an who sends it in 
is a well-known m anufacturer, and 
h is word is as good as his bond, 
which would he honored anywhere for 
$ 100,000. 
He writes: 
“ In relating w hat I saw on July 
morning in 1 8 8 3 a t my house, which I 
had b u t recently purchased,I will first 
describe th e room in which I saw it. 
It is a bedroom, with a window a t 
either end, a door and a fireplace a t 
opposite sides. 
The room is in the 
upper story of a tw o-story house,said 
to have been built before t he revolu­ 
tion. 
The walls are unusually thick 
and the roof high,pointed and uneven. 
The occupants at the tim e I speak of 
were my brother Henry, myself and a 
servan t woman. The latter slept in 
a room on the basem ent story. 
A 
hallway divided my b ro th er’s room 
from mine. On the* night before the 
morning mentioned I had locked my 
door, and, having undressed and pu t 
ou t my light, I fell into a sound dream ­ 
less sleep. 
I awakened 
abou t 
3 
o ’clock in the morning with my face 
to the front window. 
Opening my 
eyes, 
I 
saw 
right 
before 
me 
the figure of a woman, stooping down 
and apparently looking at me. 
Her 
head 
and 
shoulders 
wrapped 
in a common, gray woolen shawl. Her 
arm s were folded and wrapped in the 
shawl. 
I looked a t her in my horror 
and dared n o t cry o u t lest I might 
move the awful thing to speech or 
action. 
I lay and looked and felt as 
if I should lose my reason. 
Behind 
her head I saw the window' and the 
growing dawn, the looking glass and 
the toilet table and the furniture in 
th a t p a rt of the room. 
“ After w hat m ay have been only a 
few seconds—of the d uration of this 
vision I can n o t judge—she raised her- 
self and went backw ard tow ard the 
wiadow, stood a t the toilet table and 
vanished. 
I mean shegrew by degrees 
transparent, and th a t through the 
shawl and the gray dress she wore I 
saw the white muslin of the table 
cover again, and a t last saw only 
t h a t in the place where she stood. 
(For hours I lay as I had lam on first 
awakening, n o t daring even to turn 


my eyes, lest on the other side ot the 
bed I might see her again. 
Now, 
there is one thing of which I could 
take my oath, and th a t is th a t I did 
no t mention this circumstance either 
to my brother, or to our servant, or 
to any one else. 


THE SPOOK SEEN AGAIN. 
“ Exactly a fortnight 
afterward, 
when sitting a t breakfast, I noticed 
th a t my brother seemed o u t of sorts 
and did no t eat. On my asking if a n y ­ 
thing was the m atter, he lephed: ‘No, 
b u t I ’ve had a horrible nightmare. 
Indeed,’ 
he went 
on, ‘it was 
no 
nightmare. 
I saw it early this m orn­ 
ing, just as distinctly as I see yon.” 
|VVhat?’ I asked. 
‘A villainous-look- 
ing hag,’ he answered, ‘with her head 
and arm s wrapped m a gray shawl, 
stooping over me and looking 
like 
this 
.’ He got up folded his arm s and 
pu t himself in the posture I remembered 
so well. 
He then described how the 
figure moved tow ard the door and 
disappeared. 
‘Her malevolent face 
and her posture struck terror to my 
soul.' he said. 
“ A year later, in the m onth oi July, 
one evening a b o u t 7 o ’clock, my sec­ 
ond oldest sister and her two little 
children, who were visiting us, were 
the only folks a t home. 
The eldest 
child, a boy of 5 years, wanted a drink 
of water, and on leaving the dining­ 
room to fetch it my sister desired the 
children to remain there till her re­ 
turn, she leaving the door open. Com­ 
ing back as quickly as possible, she 
met the boy, pale and trembling, on 
his way to her, and asked why he had 
left the room. 
‘Oh,’ he said, ‘who is 
th a t woman?’ 
‘Where?* she asked. 
‘The old woman who went up stairs,’ 
he answered. 
She tried to convince 
him th a t there was no one else in the 
house, but lie was so agitated and so 
eager to prove it th a t she took his 
trembling hand in hers and brought 
him up-stairs, and went from one 
room to another, he searching behind 
curtains and under beds, still m ain­ 
taining th a t a women did go up the 
stairs. My sister rightly thought th a t 
the mere fact of a woman * oing up­ 
stairs in a house where she was a 
stranger would no t account for the 
child’s terror. 
“ A neighbor of ours started when 
we first told him what we had seen, 
and asked if we had never heard th a t 
a woman had been murdered in th a t 
house m any years previous to our 
purchase of it. 
He said it had the 
rep utation of being haunted. 
This 
was the first intim ation we had of the 
fact. Nothing more was heard of the 
ghost ot the murdered woman, how­ 
ever, for two years. 
“On the night of July 7,1880, I was 
wakened from a sound sleep by some­ 
one speaking close to me. 
1 turned 
round, saying: ‘Emily, what is it?’ 
thinking th a t my sister, who slept in 
the room next to mine, had come in. 
I saw plainly the figure of a woman 
who deliberately and silently moved 
away to w ard the door, which 
re­ 
mained shut, as I had lett it. 
“Two days after this occurrence I 
was wakened a o o u t 6 o’clo. k in the 
morning by a presentiment of ap ­ 
proaching evil. I opened my eyes and 
distinctly saw the form of a darkly- 
clad, elderly female bendinsr over m e 
with folded arms, and glaring at me 
with tiie m ost intense malignity, 
tried to scream, 
an d struggle! t:> 
withdraw myself from her, when she 
slowly an d silently receded backw ard 
and seemed to vanish through the 
bedroom d oo r.” —Philadelphia Press.

A Vast Catastrophe. 
Chinese newspapers and private let­ 
ters from Pekin bring details of the 
overflow of the Yellow River in Sep­ 
tember of last year. This event was 
dismissed wit-h the notice of a few- 
lines by m ost American newspapers, 
so little do wre know of the real condi­ 
tion of our brothers on the other side 
of the globe. 
Yet no castrophe t-o 
v a -t has occurred in tlie world during 
this century. 
As it is liable to recur 
a t future times, a brief description of 
its cause and effects m ay be of inter­ 
est: 
The 
lloang Ho or Yellow River, 
drains the great basin of North China, 
a s the Mississippi does the Central 
States oi the Union. It bears a singu­ 
lar likeness to our own great river in 
several particulars, chief of which is 
the crookedness of its course, its sud­ 
den huge serpentine bends. 
It drains like the Mississippi, hill 
ranges of great fertility, carrying their 
rich alluvial soil to the delta a t its 
m outh. This rich silt, or mud, as in 
the case of the Mississippi, chokes up 
its mouths, until the river is forced to 
ooze its way through innumerable 
bayoux to the sea. 
In both l ivers the spring rains and 
the melting of the snow on the m oun­ 
tains near its source produce sudden 
devasting floods. The water disre­ 
gards its crooked channel, and rushes 
staight across plantation,villages and 
cities. 
The Chinese, like the people among 
the Mississippi, have found it neces­ 
sary to build ra m p arts on either sidt 
of the m urderous river to proteee 
them from 'its fury; b u t the Chinese 
began this work nearly three thous­ 
and years ago. 
As the increasing de­ 
posit of silt near its m outh closes 
them, the water is forced hack into 
its bed. and rises higher th an the su r­ 
rounding country each year, necessi­ 
tating higher “levees.” 
Ten times since B. C. 1200 the vast 
flood has broken through these b a r­ 
riers, and found a new way for itself 
to the sea. 
In 1852 an outbreak oc­ 
curred, and the mighty flood 
went 
hack to the cpannel through which it 
flowed when our Saviour was on the 
earth. 
Each o u tb u rst is necessarily 
accompanied by enormous loss of life 
and destruction of property. 
On th e 20th of last September a cre­ 
vasse broke the dyke, and a body of 
water five hundred miles long,seventy 
feet deep an d a mile wide hurst upon 
the plain. 
This plain—a territory of 
ten thousand square miles, occupied 
by over three thousand villages—wras 
submerged. 
The 
destruction 
of 
hum an lite is estim ated a t five mil­ 
lions. 
None of the water has yet 
reached the sea; it forms a vast lake 
of death where last summer was a 
fertile, populous plain. 
The Chinese Government has given 
nearly three million dollars, besides 
the annual revenue from a great 
province, to rebuild the dykes, and a 
population equal to th a t of our Mid­ 
dle States is swarming now like an ts 
a b o u t the banks of the huge current, 
trying to pu t a curb upon it, knowing 
th a t it is a curb which, a t some future 
time, it will surely 
break through 
again.

son attending to their wants, while 
the rude wind 311st the other side of the 
window enhances the sense of satis­ 
faction by force of contrast. 
This is 
an agricultural com pensation n o t al­ 
ways taken into account, and which 
in m any intances perhaps there is not 
capacity to appreciate a t its true 
vaiue. 
J. A. W oodward, of The 
F a rm 
Journal, mentions an instance of suc­ 
cessful use by a friend of p otatoes end 
bran for horses, instead of the usual 
allowance of grain: 
“The ration was \ 
half a peck of raw potatoes and two 1 
q uarts of bran twice a day, to which 
was added a small q u an tity of clover j 
hay. They were as fat and sleek as I 
moles. They carried us five miles in 
fifty minutes through stiff m uddy j 
roads, and when we drove up to the 
statio n they were as cool as cucum­ 
bers.”

What Becom es of Antlers, 
It has been observed th a t in a dis­ 
trict where several thousand deer are 
kept, and where, consequently, there 
m ust be hundreds of stags who every 
year cast off a couple of horns each, 
only now and then is a specimen ol 
these horns met with. 
The a u th o r of 
“ Forays Among Salmon and Deei” 
accounts for this fact upon the a u ­ 
thority ot one familiar with the habits 
of the animal. 
They either bury their horns, or 
destroy them with their teeth. 
He 
says th a t he has himself seen deer a t 
the period of spring, when they cast 
their horns, tram ping them down in 
the m oist soil ol the peat bogs which 
are so numerous among the hills. 
T h a t they were so employed he has 
ab u n d a n t proof, for more th an once, 
after thus disturbing the deer, he has 
gone to the sp o t and discovered the 
remains of horns half-buried and 
broken up, the fragments having the 
m arks of teeth upon them. 
Though it may be thought th a t the 
horns are of a substance too hard for 
this, yet the jaws of the deer are so 
very 
powerful. 
Another considera­

is t h at scarcely ever are the horns of 
a young stag discovered, being, oi 
course, from their size, more easy of 
destruction than the antlers of a full- 
grown one.

“Our society was formed,” he said, 
“for the purpose of making an organ­ 
ized and system atic attem pt to in­ 
vestigate that dark border of human 
Experience and to examine critically

{Scientific men of eminence in all coun­ 
tries admit the possible existence of 
what the uneducated call ghosts or 
spirits, and further, that one mind 
may exert upon another a positive in- 
fiuence otherwise than through the 
recognized sensory channels. 
“In accordance herewith, the re­ 
search work ol our society is divided 
among five committee, all of which are 
presided over by men of unquestioned 
ability, learning and fairness.

of the Committee on Mediumistic 
P in noniena, and 
Professor C. 8.

The Society for Psychical Research 
guards its gathered m ateiials with 
great secrecy. 
Its rich fund of facts 
is not published until they have been 
passed upon and thorougnly exam in­ 
ed by the various committees; even 
then the names of those who contrib­ 
ute their experiences are in no case 
furnished to the public.

ter as having just returned from mak­ 
ing fifteen calls, “very tired and near­ 
ly frozen.” 
“ I waked,” said Mrs. T., 
last night between 12 and I o’clock, 
deeply impressed with the feeling that 
Ned needed me. 
I wanted to get up 
and send a telegram. 
If I had con­ 
sulted or followed my own inclina­ 
tions, I would have dressed and gone 
down to the sitting-room.” 
Later, 
however, Mrs. T. went to sleep again, 
but in the morning the vivid impres­ 
sion returned. 
At 7 a. rn. Mrs. T. 
sent the telegram ami wrote appar­ 
ently before she received an answer, for 
in the margin of the letter she added 
the postscript: “Telegram here; thank 
goodness you are wadi.” The lady in 
Washington whose mother had had 
so vivid an tx] lenience had been

ill

night, 
although the morning had found her 
much better. 
Her attack was a very 
sudden one, which she described as 
neuralgia of the lungs, with a hard 
chill. 
“ It must have been,” she says,

mother’s let ter I at last exclaimed, 
‘Oh, don’t I wish ma was here!

the telegram from the West, but the 
patient was better, and she and her 
husband were puzzled at her mother’s 
uneasiness and replied by telegraph,

SHK FE L T ANOTHER’S PA IN . 
An old gentleman living at Albany 
bad been ill for months. 
His married 
daughter resided at Worcester. 
One 
evening last summer, she suddenly 
laid down the book she was reading 
and said to her husband: 
“ I believe 
father is dying.” 
She was strangely 
overcome by the impression, as there 
had been nothing w hatever in the con- 
versai ion or in her own thoughts to 
lead to the subject of her father’s 
health. All that evening and the next 
morning the feeling haunted her, un­ 
til a despatch came saying that her 
father had died the evening liefore. 
A Lowell physician was called to 
st*e a patient about IO o’clock one 
night. 
It was extremely dark, and ir 
alighting from his conveyance be made 
a misstep and sprained his ankle 
severely. 
His wile. who was at home, 
in bed, asleep, suddenly awoke with 
the vivid impression that an accident 
had occurred to her husband.

I looked at her in my horror 
and dared not cry out lest I might I 
move the awful thing to speech or j 
action. 
I lay and looked and felt as I 
if I should iose my reason. 
Behind I 
her head I saw- the window and the 
growing dawn, the looking glass and i 
the toilet table and the furniture in 
that part of the room. 
“After what may have been only a 
few seconds—of the duration of this 
vision I can not judge—she raised her­ 
self and went backward toward the 
wiadow, stood at the toilet table and 
vanished. 
I mean she grew by degrees 
transparent, and that through the 
shawl and the gray dress she wore I 
saw the white muslin of the table 
cover again, and at last saw only 
th at in the place where she stood. 
{For hours I lay as I had lain on first 
awakening, not daring even to turn

Hoard, referring to the 
“Snide Creamery Business” profita­ 
bly conducted by persons who go 
around inducing farmers to subscribe 
$5,000 to $7,000 lor a creamery 
which should not cost over $1,500 to 
$2,OOO,declares that their vutints are 
among the ill-informed. 
“Ignorance 
as to real dairy truth is counted on 
by the sharper as nine-tenths of his 
capital stock in trade.” 
A humane correspondent shares the 
comforts ol animals well cared for; 
he takes great pleasure this cold sea­ 
son attending to their wants, while 
the rude wind 311st the other side of the 
window enhances the sense of satis­ 
faction by force of contrast. This is 
an agricultural compensation not al­ 
ways taken into account, and which 
in many intances perhaps the ie is not 
capacity to appreciate at its true 
vai ne.

Rot,” that the farmer who does not 
know enough not to kill or sell to a 
butcher, a calf that will make a 20- 
quart cow, needs to take lessons of 
somebody in the a-b-c of his business. 
Such a man has probably several 
cows in his herd, which never give ov­ 
er ten or twelve quarts of milk, and, 
very likely, poor at that. 
J ’rofessor J. P. Stelle reminds farm­ 
ers whose lands need fertilizing that 
they waste money by neglect to utilize 
every bit of refuse likely to have any 
value, “mechanical or 
otherwise.” 
“It is wonderful what a quantity of 
manure may be got together by those 
who keep this fact 
always before 
them.”

A Vast Catastrophe. 
Chinese newspapers and private let­ 
ters from Pekin bring details of the 
overflow of the Yellow River iii Sep­ 
tember of last year. This event was 
dismissed with the notice of a few 
lines by m ost American newspaj>ers, 
so little do we know of the real condi­ 
tion of our brothers on the other side 
of the globe. 
Yet no castrophe i-o 
vast has occurred in the world during 
tins century. As it is liable to recur 
at future times, a brief description of 
its cause and effects may lie of inter- 
tr£l - 
The Hoang Ho or Yellow River, 
drains the great basin of North China, 
as tile Mississippi does the Central 
States of the I'nioti. It bears a singu­ 
lar likeness to our own great river in 
several particulars, chief of which is 
the crookedness of its course, its sud­ 
den huge serjientine bends. 
It drains like the Mississippi, hill 
ranges of great fertility, carrying their 
rich alluvial soil to the delta at its 
mouth. This rich silt, or mud, as iii 
the case of the Mississippi, chokes up 
its mouths, until the river i* forced to 
ooze its way through innumerable 
bayoux to the sea. 
In both rivers the spring rains and 
the melting of the snow on the moun­ 
tains near its source produce sudden 
devasting floods. The water disre­ 
gards its crooked channel, and rushes 
staight across plantation,villages and 
cities. 
The Chinese, like the people among 
the Mississippi, have found it neces­ 
sary to build ramparts on either sidt 
of the murderous river to proteee 
them from Its fury; but the Chinese 
began this work nearly three thous­ 
and years ago. 
As the increasing de­ 
posit of silt near its mouth closes 
them, the water is forced back into 
its bed, and rises higher than the sur­ 
rounding country each year, necessi­ 
tating higher “levees.” 
Ten times since B. C. 1200 the vast 
flood has broken through these bar­ 
riers, and found a new way for itself 
to the sea. 
In 1852 an outbreak oc­ 
curred, and the mighty flood 
went 
hack to the cpannel through which it 
flowed when our Saviour was on the 
earth. 
Each outburst is necessarily 
accompanied by enormous loss of life 
and destruction of property. 
On the20th of last September a cre­ 
vasse broke the dyke, and a body of 
water five hundred miles long.seventy 
feet deep and a mile wide burst upon 
the plain. This plain—a territory of 
ten thousand square miles, occupied 
by over three thousand villages—was 
submerged. 
The 
destruction 
of 
human life is estimated at five mil­ 
lions. 
None of the water has yet 
readied the sea: it forms a vast lake 
of death where last summer was a 
fertile, populous plain. 
The Chinese Government has given 
nearly three million dollars, besides 
the annual revenue from a great 
province, to rebuild the dykes, and a 
population equal to that of our Mid­ 
dle States is swarming now like ants 
about the banks of the huge current, 
trying to put a curb upon it, knowing 
that it is a curb which, at some future 
time, it will surely 
break through 
again.

W hat Becom es of Antlers, 
It has been observed that in a dis­ 
trict where several thousand deer are 
kept, and where, consequently, there 
must be hundreds of stags who every 
year cast off a couple of horns each, 
only now and then is a specimen of 
those horns met with. 
The author of 
“ Forays Among Salmon and Deer” 
accounts for this fact upon the au­ 
thority of onefamiliar with the habits 
of the animal. 
They either bury their horns, or 
destroy them with their teeth. 
He 
says that he has himself seen deer at 
the period of spring, when they cast 
their horns, tramping them down in 
the moist soil of the ]>eat-bogs which 
are so numerous among the hills. 
That they were so employed he has 
abundant proof, for more than once, 
after thus disturbing the deer, he has 
gone to t he sj»ot and discovered the 
remains of horns half-buried and 
broken up, the fragments having the 
marks of teeth upon them. 
Though it may be thought that the 
horns are of a substance too hard for 
this, yet the jaws of the deer are so 
very powerful. 
Another considera­ 
tion which makes this more probable 
is that scarcely ever are the horns of 
a young stag discovered, being, of 
course, from their size, more easy of 
destruct ion than the antlers of a full­ 
grown one.

A Sew Fuel. 
The New York Graphic says that 
the public may be interested to know 
that there is a good prospect for a 
new fuel being placed upon the mar­ 
ket before long. It is made from 
peat, but is unlike any peat fuel ever 
known before. In effect, by a process 
of manufacture, it is made to resemble 
bituminous coal, being equal in density 
to the same and far superior in hard­ 
ness. It is made in short cylindrical 
pieces, weighing a few ounces each, 
and is cleanly to handle. 
It will 
make a smokeless and cinderless fire, 
and will therefore be just the thing 
for locomotive use. It it said to have 
a caloric equivalent of 68 per cent, of 
bituminous coal, and is free from 
sulphur and the other impurities to 
which the latter is liable.
